Duvall, of Ilig Clil'ty, who had occa' 
sion to got somo ice from this natural 
atoro bouse for a patient in the ncigh- 
borbood, says that it is the purest ami 
bist Ice lie ever saw and that slaiiding 
at the mouth the falling of the ice can 
!)• heard like tliunder in the distance.

A Female Preacher. 



l!ev. Klla Uurtlell, a clergy woman 
(if we may iisc the word) of ihe I ni- 
versalist faith, preached ill the hase- 
ment of the Cumherlaiid cliui'eli last 
Friday night.

Her foi'o- 
lii'ad was relrealiiig. hi-r limirc stout, 
waist lai'ci! and voice deep and so- 
iioroiis forafeiiuile. The services were 
begun at S ;.\\) o'clock with prayer hy 
Uev. A. C. liidiUe, after Which .Miss 
liarllett read a cliuplcr and the choir 
-ang u hymn. She then look lior 
ic\t from I James, 1:12 and entered 
wilh self-possession into her discourse. 
She referred to Iho Greek and Ilo- 
inaii contests and games for prizes in 
ancient times and then spoke of the 
contests of Christians again.'t evil, 
tlie'ir reward huing a ci'owii of glory 
and eternal life. She dwelt upon 
the proini.ses in the ISible and said 
eternal life was nol a reward hut i 
free gill from (kid to man. She de 
lined eternal life as a knowledge of 
(iod and a closer coniniiinion wilh 
God. Speaking of the love of God 
she said it was iiatural impulse with 
man to love God and there should be 
a chord ofsympatliy between man and 
his God. Love Is life. We live upon 
luvc and should love our maker witli 
a good and pure love. The Chris 
liaii's reward for well-doing is eter- 
nal life, the gift of (iod. Xo wicked 
person conid be apiiroved of God o 
receive the crown of life. While Ihi 
crown is a free gill, it must come of 
man's own work. Il is heller for all 
to do their best to serve God, for evil 
re-aets upon wrong-doing. Dcvc lo] 
Christ, strive for a inorc perfect 
knowledge of (Iod and become glori 
lied in ihu end. The apprehension of 
Christ's spirit is an invincible armor 
which makes its wearer safe from 
evil. In tiie life eternal hereafter we 
shall liave closer communion with 
(iod and bo purer, more holy and 
more spiritual.

Of course ticks are iiijiirioiis and 
in direct |iid|iorlioii lo Ihe niimlier 
found on the sheep. There are many 
dips prepared for destroying these 
vermin, and if you don't happen to 
know of any convenient to you make 
a strong decoction of tobacco stems 
or trash and dip your sheep, ilo 
careful not to get it in the eyes or 
mouth. Tlic ticks always leave tlic 
old sheep after they are sheared aud 
collect on the lambs.— Karmera' Home 
Journal..

How Canned •■Chlekon" Is PradMsd. 

'•What is 'bob' vealP" asked a re- 
porter of one of our city meat dealers. 

"Deacon calves," was the reply. 

"What are deacon calvesP" 

"Calves only three or four dayi or • 
week old, " responded the man of the 
knlfu and cleaver. 

• How old ought calves to bo before 
thuy aru killoill'"' was the next question. 

'•They ought to be four weeks old at 
least. We never buy any that are less 
than that iigu and tlie most of our veal 
is live to six weeks old. Of course 
some calves at four weeks are as largo 
and well dievulojied ivs others are at live 
or six. Veal ranging from four to six 
weeks old is what you lind in this mar- 
ket. Of course there is_niore profit io 
a calf that is two weeks 'old than in one 
that is tour weeks old, but We don'l 
buy any of that kind." 

"Where do yon find the most 'bob' 
veal?" 

••In the Now York market More 
money can be m.ido on Ulls quality 
there than on that which is matured." 

" i'o wlial class of iiuopio in New 
York is 'bob' veal rotailed?" 

"To tho poorer classes entirely. But 
there is another use to which this sort 
of vi'al is put. If people .only knew 
what becoiiii's of a good sbaioof it they 
wiiiild bo surprised." 

•Ho you mean to say that it goes into 

•• That's just where it goes, and it is 
sold as canned chicken.' 

"Hut it is against thu law to deal in 
'bob' veal, isn't it?" 

••I », yes, I here is a law against it, to be 
sure, but dealers in New York pay llttlo 
or no attention to it Tliey 'stand In' 
wiiti meat inspi-ctors iinii iiave very 
lillle tieiiihlie, 'I'liere is a way to get 
aidiiiiel all these little things. "Whv.we 
are in receipt of circulars from ijow 
York commission mnrchnuts almost 
evi'ry day. epioting 'bob' viial and spell- 
ing it b-o-b boldly.' I can't tell you as 
iiiiieeli ab iiit it as tho,si! who deal in it. 
l)fcoiir-e thee In-allh ollicers or mi'at 
iiis[ic'et(irs ill New York seize a carciuss 
of 'bob' veal once in awhile to make n 
show of doing their duty, but the tralFic 
i-e carried on almost williout restraint. 
Ageat- arc scut out in thu country to 
buy up all tliey can find. One of thcin 
called on nie' one day and told me to 
ship all 1 could get, but I am not in 
that sort of liiisiiicsa. I am In favor of 
filling tiiose who buy or sell immntiiro 
Vuul heavily. You see tlicsu agents 
scour the country nt Ibis timuoflliu 
year and i isit eacii fanner. Tliey oiler 
two and three dollars each for calves 
two und three days old. Any farmer 
will sell al that rale, liccause you -ce

17 
inches. The vine is a deii-e mat ol 
shoots, not having buuii pro|M.>riy 
trimmed for tbe past twenty-four 
years; nor has It been ciiltivatoel, 
maniireei or uonipo'sted, ami even 
the li'aves liit\i' U'e'n ri'liioved 
ami -ilestroyed. it has withstiHul 
alsiut its quota of bal treatment 
anil now shows signs of decay, whicli 
only ulVuclive eultiire and care can ur- 
ri'st. Hiiil it been properly Iruiued it is 
safe lo .say it wuiihl have been a third 
larger. The properly liivs had 
many owners and luKunts. The pres- 
ent onu savs lie has gathered from 
twenty to thirty biislieis of grapes per 
year from it. the size of the crop neoe*.
